A SCHOOLGIRL has been 
left fighting for her life after 
being involved in an acci¬ 
dent with a truck. 

lennifer To, 15, is believed to 
have been rushing for her 
school bus when she was in 
collision with the van. 

The horrific incident happened on 
the A10 Ely Road at Little Thetford, 
at 7.45am on Monday. 

Jennifer, who is 
a student at 
Witchford Village 
College, is 
believed to be 
from the Red Fen 
Road area of 
Little Thetford. 

On Tuesday, 
police confirmed 
Jennifer was in a 
critical condition

head injury at 

Addenbrooke’s Hospital, Cambridge, 
and that she was fighting for her life. 

The emergency services began 
receiving calls from members of the 
public at 7.46am on the morning. 

The East of England Ambulance 
Service (EEAS), Cambridgeshire 
Constabulary and Cambridgeshire 
Fire and Rescue Service (CFRS) 
attended the collision, which 
involved a van from Milton Keynes- 
based firm Shred-It.

had received reports that Jennifer 
was trapped underneath the truck. 

However, on arrival crews found 
she had managed to crawl from 
beneath it, before slipping into a 
coma at the roadside. 

A spokeswoman for the EEAS said: 
“The casualty was a 15-year-old 
female. She suffered a significant 
head injury. 

“A number of 
ambulances 
attended the scene, 
including a doctor 
and medics. Magpas 
helimedix were also 
present.” 

James Page, 
representing Shred- 
It, which destroys 
and recycles 
confidential papers 
and owns the truck 
involved in the accident, said: “The 
company’s first thoughts are clearly 
with the girl and her family at this 
time. 

“The driver was traumatised by 
what happened and was checked 
over by police before he and the 
vehicle were released. 

“He had left the Milton Keynes 
depot and was set to visit a variety of 
companies for pick-ups across

Phone-hack police 
meet Holly and 
Jessica’s parents 

THE parents of murdered Soham schoolgirls 
Holly Wells and Jessica Chapman have been 
contacted by detectives investigating phone 
hacking at the News of the World. 

MPs were due to have an emergency debate 
yesterday on whether to hold a public inquiry 
into the phone-hacking scandal following claims 
a private investigator 
working for the News 
of the World hacked 
into murdered 
schoolgirl Milly 
Dowler’s phone after 
she went missing. 

A police source has 
now confirmed relat¬ 
ives of Holly and 
Jessica, pictured, 
were also visited by 
Scotland Yard offic¬ 
ers several months 
ago. 

A Cambridgeshire 
Police spokesman 
said: “Both families 
have been contacted 
by officers from the Metropolitan Police and are 
assisting with them with their inquiries.” 

Soham’s MP has condemned the phone- 
acking allegations as “truly appalling”. 

James Paice, said: “I condemn all phone¬ 
hacking and these latest allegations concerning 
the parents of Holly Wells and Jessica Chapman, 
as well as Milly Dowler, are truly appalling and 
need to be investigated urgently and thoroughly 
by the relevant authorities. 

“Should they be proven then I hope that swift 
and decisive action will be taken against the 
perpetrators.”

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A CAMPER van collided 
with a train on a level 
crossing in Littleport on 
Tuesday afternoon. 

Police were called to the 
scene on the A10 at 4.40pm. 

A Cambridgeshire police 
spokeswoman said: “A 
camper van overtook static 
traffic at a crossing and hit a 
train. 

“An elderly man and 
woman were trapped in the 
camper van. The train 
remained upright and on the 
tracks.” 

She confirmed there were 
no injuries to people on the 
train, and said it was not 
believed that injuries 
sustained by the elderly man 
and woman were life- 
threatening. 

A dog, which was also in 
the camper van, was 
unharmed. 

A spokesman from the East 
of England Ambulance 
Service Trust, which was 
called at 4.43pm, said two 
people were taken to 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital. 

The police spokesman said 


the air ambulance and 
Magpas Helimedix attended. 
She said there were 35 
passengers on the train and a 
bus had been arranged to 
transport them from the 
scene. 

Road closures were in place 
on the A10 at Wisbech Road 


and at the A10/A1101 
roundabout. 

Magpas Helimedix said the 
man and his wife, in their 70s, 
were on their way back from a 
holiday. 

A spokeswoman for the 
emergency medical charity 
said the man had a “serious 


injury” to his foot and was in 
a stable condition. 

She said the man was taken 
to Addenbrooke’s Hospital by 
land ambulance with his wife. 

Magpas said the police 
helicopter was used to 
transport the team to the 
scene. 
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8,000 sign up in battle over parking charges 


ALMOST 8,000 people have 
now thrown their weight 
behind a campaign opposing 
plans to introduce car parking 
charges in Ely. 

Last week, just over 6,500 
furious business owners and 
residents had signed the Say No 
to Parking Charges petition, 
which was launched in the city 


four weeks ago. 

Now, a further 1,500 people 
have signed up. 

As reported in the Weekly 
News, the campaign has been 
spearheaded by business 
owners, shopkeepers and 
members of the Ely Traders’ 
Association, who are urging 
East Cambridgeshire District 


Council and Cambridgeshire 
County Council to abandon 
plans to introduce civil parking 
enforcement in the city. 

They, alongside residents 
who have bombarded the 
Weekly News with letters, insist 
forcing people to pay to park 
will kill off trade. 

Andrew Olley, manager of the 


City Cycle Centre in Market 
Street, Ely, and a member of the 
traders’ association, said: 
“Collecting this number of 
signatures in such a short time 
has been an enormous under¬ 
taking and a lot of people have 
been involved. 

“It is not just the many 
people working in the shops 


who are putting in time to 
gather signatures, but also the 
leaders of community groups 
and play groups come in to take 
sheets to their meetings. 

“People take sheets back to 
their work to make sure their 
colleagues are aware of the 
council’s plans. 

“People are signing in such 


numbers because they think it 
appalling that the council 
would do something to harm 
the city centre at a time when it 
actually needs support.” 

Despite the outcry, Cllr Peter 
Moakes, leader of the district 
council, insists the charges 
need to be introduced.

Missing moggie’s back 
after a 5-year absence

AN elated cat owner has 
been reunited with her pet 
- more than five years after 
the crafty feline went 
missing. 

When Jemima the cat vanished 
from her home in Ely in 2006, her 
owner, Melanie Sadler, hunted 
high and low for her and put 
‘missing cat’ posters up 
throughout her neighbourhood. 

Weeks and months went by and 
devastated Miss Sadler believed 
Jemima, who she rescued as a 
kitten from the Cats Protection 
League, had been run over. 

But last week, more than five 
years after the beloved black feline 
disappeared, Miss Sadler received 
a phonecall from Pet Doctors vets 
in Ely to say that Jemima had been 
brought into the clinic as a stray. 

Miss Sadler, who has since 
moved three times and is now 
settled near Axminster, Devon, 
embarked on a nine-hour round 
trip to collect Jemima, who is now 
enjoying all her home comforts. 

Miss Sadler, 36, said: “I just can’t 
believe I’ve got Jemima back. 

“As the weeks and months went 
on, I had this gut feeling that she’d 
been run over or had been taken 
in by someone else. 

“To have her back five years 
later is unbelievable.” 

Miss Sadler said: “I rescued 
Jemima as a kitten from the Cats’ 
Protection League when I was 
living in Worcestershire. 

“I then moved to Tennyson 
Place in Ely and did all the usual 
things you do when you move 
home with your cat but she just 
vanished. 

“I put posters up everywhere

but there was just no sign of her 
anywhere. 

“I think she must have been fed 
elsewhere as she’s in good 
condition - maybe the person who 
was looking after her died or has 
moved on? 

“It’s great to have her back - I’m 
not sure that she recognises it’s me 
but she’s still ever so cuddly and 
loves sitting on my lap. She seems 
to be hungrier than before though 
- she’s constantly begging for 
food.” 


Ernesto Hernandez, a vet at Pet 
Doctors in Ely’s St Mary’s Street, 
was able to contact Miss Sadler as 
Jemima was microchipped. 

Mr Hernandez said: “This is 
such an inspiring story. 

“Jemima’s tale shows how 
important it is to have your pets 
microchipped. 

“It’s something that only needs 
doing once in a lifetime and if 
your pet is microchipped, the 
chances of finding them if they get 
lost is a lot higher.”

A DEVASTATED couple 
are offering a £300 
reward for the safe 
return of their two cats. 
Laura Porter and Daniel 
Bowman, from Little 
Downham, returned 
home from a two-week 
holiday in Florida last 
Friday to discover their 
beloved cats, Badgie 
and Bella, had gone 
missing. 

The tortoiseshell 4-year- 


old felines, who the 
couple adopted from 
the Cats Protection 
League, were in the care 
of Silver Birch Kennels 
and Cattery in Oak 
Lane, Littleport, when 
they escaped. 

At first, it was feared the 
pets had been stolen but 
police and the cattery’s 
owner, Dean Faulkner, 
say the cats escaped

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Fall woman in 
angry outburst 

MS sufferer claims delivery driver left her in pain

A DISABLED woman who 
fell and banged her head in 
her home claims a delivery 
driver who was there at the 
time fled and left her alone 
to dial 999. 

Carol Chubb, 39, says she feels 
“disgusted” by the driver’s “lack of 
concern” 

Miss Chubb, who suffers with 
multiple sclerosis, epilepsy and 
osteoporosis, says she was at her 
home in Brays Lane, Ely, when the 
doorbell rang. 

She was expecting a new bath 
board to be delivered from major 
disability firm, Nottingham Rehab 
Supplies (NRS), and rushed to the 
door. 

Miss Chubb said: “I was in such 
a rush that I tripped and banged 
my head against the corner of my 
storage heater. 

“The pain was excruciating but 
I managed to shuffle my way 
along the hallway and to the 
bottom of the stairs, where I was 
then able to pull myself off the 
floor.” 



Miss Chubb says she then 
answered the door to the delivery 
driver, who walked inside with the 
bath board and went upstairs with 
it. 

She said: “After he’d fitted it, as 
he went to come down the stairs, I 
walked to bottom of them to meet 
him. As I stepped onto the bottom 
step I completely lost my balance 
and fell again, banging my head 
on the floor. 

“I was in such pain - I pressed 
my emergency pendant alarm as I 
knew I needed an ambulance. 

“I was laying on the floor crying 
and the person on the other end 
of the phone told me an 
ambulance was on its way. 

“Before I knew it, the delivery 
driver had stepped over me and 
left me lying there in my 


distressed state. 

“I am disgusted - he knew I was 
disabled and how much pain I 
was in, yet he didn’t even try to 
help me up again. 

“I just can’t believe his lack of 
concern - it upsets me so much." 

The Weekly News contacted 
NRS about the incident and even 
though insisting their delivery 
driver acted responsibly, a 
spokesman for the firm said the 
driver should have made contact 
with his manager about what to 
do. 

The spokesman said: “In 
hindsight, we would have 
preferred our driver to make 
contact with his line manager 
back at the depot to seek any 
further instruction. 

“However, Miss Chubb stated 
that there was nothing he could 
do, and the fact that she had 
already used the pendant alarm 
and was talking to the ambulance 
service when our driver was due 
to depart, he made the decision to 
leave. On receipt of the complaint 
we have undertaken a full 
investigation and are satisfied that 
our driver did everything possible 
to ensure there was no risk to Miss 
Chubb.” 
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Rail link 
study is 
revealed 


A STUDY looking into re¬ 
opening a railway station 
in Soham has proved it is 
an engineering possibility. 

Research carried out by 
Network Rail and Atkins on 
behalf of the district 
council and Cambridge¬ 
shire County Council 
estimated the cost of 
returning the station to use 
as between £2.5 million 
and £5 million. 

The next stage would be 
to see if the station would 
be commercially viable 
and whether it could fit in 
with current services. 

Cllr Peter Moakes, chair¬ 
man of East Cambridge¬ 
shire District Council, said 
the results of the report 
were encouraging. 

He added: “This will be a 
major boost for Soham 
and its ability to grow in 
the future. However, I think 
it is important to set this 
work in context. 

“The research has shown 
that while we believe the 
demand is there for 
services, we need to speak 
to train operators and our 
partners to determine 
whether these levels of 
demand are commercially 
viable and whether it could 
fit into the current time¬ 
tables using the lines. 

“There is still a lot of 
work to be done yet before 
we can say Soham will get 
its railway station back but 
we are moving along on 
the right track.” 

The station first opened 
in 1879 when the Ely to 
Newmarket railway line 
was built, and for years 
was a focal point of town 
life. 

But it was destroyed on 
June 2, 1944, after a 
consignment of bombs 
travelling through the town 
caught fire and blew up the 
station. 

The station was never 
reconstructed. Only a 
platform was built and 
services ran to Cambridge 
again before the station 
was closed in 1965. 

Re-opening the station 
could provide a direct rail 
link between Ely and 
Cambridge.

pushed onward and upward 
with as much energy as 
possible.” 

Earlier this year, the district 
council’s Conservative mem¬ 
bers launched an online 
campaign, called ‘Ely Needs a 
Southern Link Road Now’. 

More than 300 people have 
signed the petition so far. 

Cllr Moakes said: “Apart 
from freeing the area around 
Ely Station from horrendous 
traffic levels, the bypass will 
also be a real tonic for all 
those who live along the 
A1123. 

“It may take years to finish 
but now all levels agree this 
bypass is a must. 

“We have also recom¬ 
mended to county highway 
chiefs that one of the 
proposed routes, which was 
likely to impact on The King’s 
School playing fields, should 
be dropped as it failed the 
value-for-money test.”

Will the council also look at their 
unsuitable plans for the expansion 
of Ely North and the general 
expansion of Ely and stop following 
their false bible, The Ely Masterplan? 
We are currendy experiencing a 
drought in Cambridgeshire and this 
is placing a great deal of pressure on 
our farmers. While the shortage of 
water isn’t affecting householders it 
is well publicised that the reservoirs 
are extremely low and should the 
current trend continue then, in 
future, any drought will have a huge 
impact on householders. This 
problems will be exacerbated if we 
invite a further 3,000 homes into Ely. 
The council need to put the needs of 
the current residents first before 
embarking on a grand expansion 
plan. Ely cannot provide the level of 
jobs required now to satisfy the 
demand of its residents, with nearly 
50 per cent having to commute to 
find suitable employment. The 
average price of a three-bed house in 


Ely is currendy £192,500 which 
makes is unobtainable for most 
people working on an Ely salary 
which is why Ely has such a high 
level of commuters. Our transport 
network struggles to cope with the 
daily commuters with overcrowded 
trains, haemorrhaging road 
networks and a cut-back bus service 
forcing more people to use 
expensive fossil fuel-driven cars. 

The council need a massive rethink 
on its future strategy and should 
address the transport and 
employment issues facing Ely before 
adding to the problems with an 


expansion plan. 

I ask the council to look at making 
Ely more sustainable, providing 
local jobs to reduce the daily 
commute and ease the pressure on 
the transport network. 

The council should throw their 
masterplan out of the window and 
rethink their whole strategy. They 
have proven they can perform a u- 
turn, now the need to pass the real 
test.

If we introduce charges 
than we will need ticket machines, we 
will need people to empty the ticket 
machines and then we will need 
enforcement. If the council can 
manage to spend £900 a day on 
something that virtually mns itself, I 
shudder to think what the extra costs 
of introducing charges will be. Of 
course, there are political reasons to 
introduce charges and I feel that this is 
where the impetus comes from. 

We should resist it. Simply put - what 
we have in Ely works - leave well alone!

We must think 
of the future 

Sir, I had to reply to Peter Moakes’s 
letter (‘Parking debate has to be seen 
in context’, Weekly News, June 23) 
regarding the car parking and future 
of Littleport. 

It’s certainly good to read that the 
ECDC do es not have any intention 
of enforcing parking charges on the 
village. I have had many people who 
agreed with my statement which I 
am sure was also a worry to every 
shopkeeper. 

Littleport was at one time a very 
vibrant town and on a Saturday 
night it was almost impossible for 
people to walk in the street due to 
the volume of people that cycled up 
from the Fens to shop and meet 
other locals. Those days have gone 
and farming has become 
mechanised, requiring now only one 
person to 500 acres. The houses 
which were at one time used by 
workers remain, but the pattern of 
employment has totally changed 
due to the short-sightedness of 
various councils. Most of the 
residents, including those in the 
village, have to travel outside the 
area to obtain employment. There is 
only one large employer left as the 
Burberry factory closed some years 
ago, and they employed mostly 
female labour. 

There has a been a succession of 
failed councils that have not grasped 


the problem and encouraged new 
employment into the town. The 
previous chief planner was totally 
against any large factory 
development and wanted the village 
to remain a dormitory to Ely. The 
village then loses its character as 
people leave it to travel to work and 
only return to sleep in their 
properties. This town has become 
similar to many outside London 
where people do not know their 
next door neighbours. 

I visited Soham this week and went 
to their factory area, and was 
impressed with the number of 
people working. Littleport hasn’t got 
anything like that. 

It’s about time the council and 
planners encouraged employment 
in the area which would once again 
keep the shops etc viable. I do not 
hold out much hope as once a 
company has applied to the area for 
a factory I understand that Ely will 
have first chance, without any 
consideration for the surrounding 
area. Is it not time now to consider 
the future of Littleport and allow it 
once again to thrive and prosper? I 
must hold my breath and hope! 
Since I wrote my last letter, two 
more shops have been placed on 
the market, including one from Mr 
Moaks’s predecessor. 

That does not in itself give 
confidence to what he has said 
regarding the future of the village, 
when the ex-leader of the council is 
selling his property. If there are great 
expectations for the town perhaps 
this would not happen. 

I hope in the future we will see a 
different attitude towards the town 
from the ECDC towards the village, 
who should stop insisting that this is 
only a dormitory to Ely.

Cost is nowhere 
near £350,000

Cllr Steve Criswell, the county 
council’s cabinet member for 
community infrastructure, said: 
“This will be a major improvement 
for anyone using buses in Ely and 
will cut out the frustration some¬ 
times involved in waiting. 

“We hope real time will make 
bus travel easier to use, encourage 
more people to take it and leave 
the car at home. 

“We have been rolling out real- 
ime across the county over recent 
months as the technology has 
huge benefits for passengers.” 

The £22,000 project is part of 
the transport strategy for Ely and 
has been funded from central 


funding for Cambridgeshire. It is 
part of the plan to extend the RTPI 
service to the outlying 
communities.

Funding blow for

“Schools are pushed enough 
financially as it is and the council 
should not be forcing schools to 
pay. 

“If schools cannot afford it 
then I strongly believe the 
council is putting children’s lives 
at risk. 

“Surely there are other areas 
the council can make the savings 
instead of something as drastic as 
this.” 

The scheme teaches thousands 
of children every year. 

Nicola Jones, head at Mepal 
and Witcham Primary School, 
said: “We’re so disappointed. 


“We’ve taken part in the 
scheme for years as it’s so 
successful. 

“The volunteers teach children 
how to be safe on our roads and 
unfortunately we will not be able 
to afford to pay for it. 

“It’s extremely worrying and I 
would urge the county council to 
look at the long-term affects this 
could have on our children.” 

A county council spokesman 
said: “In common with many 
services, the county council is no 
longer able to fully fund Cycle 
Training Services due to current 
budget pressures. 

“A small charge will, therefore, 
be made to cover administration 
and monitoring costs. 

“We have tried to keep our 
costs as low as possible and our 
charges compare well with those 
for schemes run by other 
authorities.”

GOVERNMENT inspec¬ 
tors have rated a village 
primary school as 
‘satisfactory’ overall - 
but insist the school is 
improving. 

Teachers at Littleport 
Community Primary School 
have just received the results 
of their latest Ofsted 
inspection, in which the 
school was rated as ‘good’ and 
‘satisfactory’ in all areas.

Their report said: “Littleport 
Community is an improving 
school that has successfully 
overcome earlier weaknesses 
in teaching, especially in years

in pupils’ standards of work. 

“The concerted efforts of 
the headteacher and staff, well 
supported by an active 
governing body, have 
considerably improved most 
aspects of school provision. 

“Parents recognise these 
improvements and appreciate 
the welcoming and inclusive 
learning environment the 
school provides.” 

Pupils’ attainment, the 
quality of their learning and 
the extent to which they enjoy 
their learning were all marked 
as satisfactory. 

The extent to which pupils 
feel safe, their behaviour, the 
extent to which they adopt 
healthy lifestyles and the 
extent to which pupils 
contribute to the school and 
the wider community were all 
marked as good. 


The inspectors said: “School 
improvements have created an 
atmosphere in which pupils 
feel safe and want to learn.

District gets 
boost from 
health study 


PEOPLE in the Ely 
area are healthier 
than the national 
average - and depriv¬ 
ation is lower. 

However, the number of 
obese children and young 
people in East Cambridge¬ 
shire is still high - and 
councillors are vowing to 
help tackle the problem. 

The findings have been 
published in the 2011 
Health Profile for East 
Cambridgeshire, which 
provides councils and 
organisations with infor¬ 
mation to help improve 
their population’s health. 

According to the study, 
the health of East 
Cambridgeshire residents 
is better than the average 
in England and depriv¬ 
ation is lower than 
average. 

However, the report says 
there are still 1,780 
children living in poverty. 

Life expectancy for both 
men and women is higher 
than the national average, 
and in the last 10 years, 
mortality rates have fallen. 

Early death rates from 
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cancer, strokes and heart 
disease have also fallen 
and are better than the 
national average. 

In East Cambridgeshire, 
around 17.3 per cent of 
year 6 children are class¬ 
ified as obese. 

Although lower than the 
national average, the 
figure is still high and 
people are being urged to 
promote more physical 
activity among the young¬ 
sters. 

The report also showed 
that an estimated 23 per 
cent of adults are obese 
and that 19.3 per cent of 
adults smoke. 

Cllr Richard Hobbs, 
chairman East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Coun¬ 
cil’s community and 
environment sub-com¬ 
mittee, said: “In this year’s 
figures, we can see how the 
health of people in the 
district is better than 
average, deprivation is 
lower than average and life 
expectancy is also higher 


than the average. 

“However, we should 
not ignore the levels of 
obesity which the research 
reveals in our district. 

“The report tells us that 

17.3 per cent of 10 to 11- 
year-olds and 23 per cent 
of adults in the district are 
obese. 

“While these are below 
the national average it 
reminds us that we need to 
focus our efforts, with our 
partners, to encourage 
more and more of our 
population to become 
physically active to relieve 
the strain on future health 
services.” 

The profile shows 79.7 
per cent of mothers 
initiate breastfeeding and 

11.4 per cent of expectant 
mothers smoke during 
pregnancy. 

Priorities set for East 
Cambridgeshire also 
include addressing local 
health inequalities and 
forming more 

partnerships to meet the 
needs of an ageing 
population.

S OPHIE Ellis-Bextor’s latest album 
continues the neat line in 
sophisticated, grown-up disco 
she’s been crafting for herself since 
releasing the likes of Murder On The 
Dancefloor and Take Me Home in 2001. 

Make A Scene, her fourth long-player, 
was released earlier this month, 
although it was actually finished more 
than a year ago. 

But thanks to a little label wrangling, 
which resulted in Ellis-Bextor leaving 
Universal after a decade and setting up 
her own enterprise EBGBs (which 
stands for Ellis-Bextor Great Britain), 
it’s only just out. 

“It’s a big thing to have done, leaving 
a major label, but exciting, and I’m 
feeling very good about things,” she 
beams. “What we’ve managed to do in a 
year is amazing, and it’s all been fairly 
smooth. Starting my own label is 
something I’ve wanted to do for a little 
while but the timing had to be right.” 

Early signs point to the 32-year-old’s 
decision being a good one. Make A 
Scene went in at No 32 - more 
impressive than it might sound 


considering Take That released Progress 
on the same day, which flew to the top 
of the charts, while the Adele juggernaut 
shows no sign of slowing down. 

“I was a little bit nervous but the 
album’s been doing much better than I 
expected,” she admits. “It feels like a 
relief and an achievement, and the team 
I’ve got around me I think is the best 
I’ve had. I’m very proud.” 

Recorded in fits and starts, Make A 
Scene sees the singer collaborate with 
the likes of Freemasons, Calvin Harris, 
Cathy Dennis, Metronomy, Richard X 
and Armin Van Buuren. 

“I’ve not really stopped touring and 
recording for the past few years, so 
recording was sporadic,” she says. 

“With the collaborations you can’t 
always get everyone in one place.” 

While Make A Scene deals with its 
fair share of heartbreak and failed 
romance, in reality Ellis-Bextor is 
married with two children to The 
Feeling bassist Richard Jones and freely 
admits to being happier than ever. 

And it’s also proving to be a good 
summer for local Sophie Ellis-Bextor 
fans: earlier this month, she supported 
Erasure at their gig in Thetford Forest 
and, in two weeks’ time, she’ll be back 
in the area to join pop trio 
Scouting for Girls at the second of this 
summer’s Picnic Concerts at Audley 
End. 


“It’s lovely being out in the sunshine 
and surrounded by greenery, when 
everyone’s in a really good mood,” she 
says of these al fresco outings. “This is a 
very civilised tour - we’re doing every 
Friday and Saturday, so we get a little 
time off inbetween.” 

After the tour is finished the singer, 
who shot to prominence after lending 
her lyrics and vocals to Italian DJ 
Spiller’s Groovejet, does not want 
another delayed release, and is already 
planning to spend the autumn writing 
and recording her next batch of songs. 

Four albums into her career, Sophie 
counts herself incredibly lucky. 

“There is a lot of luck involved, which 
has only dawned on me in the past three 
or four years,” she admits. “I think when 
you start out you think you’re in control 
of everything and it’s all your choice, 
but as I’ve got older I’ve realised that’s 
not the case, and that’s how it should be. 

“I’m never going to grumble about 
anything, and I never want to feel like 
I’m owed anything. I think you should 
always be careful what you wish for, 
too, because you just might get it.”

TOM Hanks and Julia 
Roberts are two of the most 
successful actors of their 
generation. 

Thanks to Forrest Gump, 
Apollo 13 and the Toy Story 
trilogy Hanks is one of the 
highest-grossing actors at 
the box office and Roberts 
was reportedly the first 
actress to command a fee of 
$20 million for a role. So they 
seem an unlikely choice to 
play characters who have 
fallen on hard times in this 
recession-themed romantic 
comedy directed by Hanks 
and co-written by Nia 
Vardalos [My Big Fat Greek 
Wedding). 

In the case of the titular 
everyman, he overcomes 
redundancy by dressing 20 
years younger, slicking up his 
hair, swapping his gas- 
guzzling car for a scooter 
and broadening his 
education. 

Essentially, he gets down 
with the kids. 

Larry Crowne (Hanks) works 
as a team leader at a 


superstore, where the staff 
adores him. 

But he gets downsized 
because he has no 
educational qualifications 
and cannot climb the 
corporate ladder. Concerned 
about how he will pay the 
mortgage, Larry decides to 
broaden his skills base by 
enrolling for public speaking 
and economics classes. Larry 
meets feisty teacher 
Mercedes Tainot (Roberts), 
who is stuck in an unfulfilling 
marriage to her husband, 
Dean (Bryan Cranston). 

Larry gains in confidence 
with encouragement from 


classmate Talia (Gugu 
Mbatha-Raw) and next-door 
neighbours Lamar (Cedric 
The Entertainer) and B'Ella 
(Taraji P Henson). 

Eventually, he man musters 
the courage to ask Mercedes 
to join him on his haphazard 
journey of self-discovery. 
Although there is no 
palpable screen chemistry 
between Hanks and Roberts, 
and neither actor is 
stretched by their role.

The sweet smell of success 


T HE myriad colours and 
delicious scent of the 
sweet pea have made this 
popular annual as synonymous 
with the summer cottage 
garden as the English rose. 

These easy-to-grow climbers are at 
home in borders, weaving their way 
up wigwams and obelisks or 
scrambling through shrubs, or in the 
vegetable garden grown with green 
beans, encouraging pollinating insects 
to the area which will in turn create a 
better crop. 

“The key to every sweet pea is the 
size of its root. The longer you can 
allow the roots to grow, the better 
blooms you will have during the 
summer,” says Lady Ursula 
Cholmeley, owner and manager of 
Easton Walled Gardens in 
Lincolnshire, which raises hundreds 
of sweet pea plants from seed in the 
greenhouses. They can be seen in full 
bloom during Sweet Pea Week, which 
runs until Sunday. 

Gardeners whose sweet peas are 
looking weak and wishy-washy 
should boost them with a foliar feed 
which they can attach to they garden 
hose or dilute with water in a watering 
can. A feed such as Growmore is 
ideal, she says. 

“However, if you’ve prepared the 
soil well beforehand, adding plenty of 
organic matter, you shouldn’t need to 
feed them,” she notes. 

You can sow them twice a year, 
once in late autumn and again in

spring, to ensure a succession of 
blooms throughout the summer. 
Autumn-sown plants flower in early 
summer, spring-sown varieties later 
on in the summer. 

Sow sweet peas in autumn in a cool 
greenhouse or cold frame in regular 
potting compost. Once the seedlings 
start to grow they need to be kept as 
small as possible, so avoid giving 
them any warmth. 

They can be planted out in spring, 
from March onwards, in a sunny 
position, and will withstand light frost 
but not a more severe hoar frost, so 
keep a check on weather forecasts and 
protect them with horticultural fleece 
if a harsh frost is predicted. 

Spring-sown varieties can be sown 
directly into the ground and should 
flower later on in the summer. 

At Easton Walled Gardens, spread 
over 12 acres, more than 50 types of 
sweet pea - heritage, modem, scented, 
striped, edged and bi-colour - are 
displayed on canes, dmms and 
wigwams throughout the pickery (cut 
flower garden), vegetable and cottage 


gardens. 

All sweet peas need to be staked 
and many gardeners use wigwams or 
other supports to show them to their 
best. However, the plants can only 
cling to narrow supports, says 
Cholmeley. 

“Sweet peas cannot climb up 
bamboo because it's too wide for their 
tendrils, so you need to put netting 
around a wigwam. They need full sun 
to develop their scent. 

“There are various theories that if 
you cut off the tendrils and tie them 
in, all the energy will be going into 
flowering and leaf production. Some 
growers restrict the plants to one stem, 
which will give them less blooms, but 
much bigger flowers.” 

If scent is your main priority, good 
varieties include Matucana, a deep 
purple and maroon variety, and 
Painted Lady, an attractive pink and 
white bi-colour from the 18th century. 

Among Cholmeley’s favourites is 
Promise, which is pink and white, and 
the deep red Winston Churchill. 

Don’t plant them with anything 
which is going to compete for 
nutrients, she advises. Good plant 
partners include annuals such as Gilia 
tricolor, Iceland poppies or salvias, or 
perennials including alchemilla and 
catmint. 

Avoid placing them next to 
crocosmias, which carry a vims that 
will spread to the sweet peas causing 
yellow mottling on the plants. 

Of course, the more you cut sweet 
peas, the more they will flower. Never

let them go to seed or that sends a 
message to the plant that 
flowering is over. 

Don’t try to arrange them 
neatly in a vase - it's nigh on 
impossible - just bunch the cut 
blooms together and let them go 
their own way. They may only 
last a couple of days but the 
scent will permeate your 
rooms. 

Many gardeners report little 
black beetles (pollen beetles) 
in the flowers, which puts 
them off cutting them for 
indoors. 

“If you have this problem, 
when you pick them put 
them into a dark place with 
one light source (they are 
attracted to light), then 
they will head towards 
that light source and you 
can take the flowers into 
the house.” 

The beetles are also 
attracted to yellow flowers, so 
consider growing a ‘sacrifice plant’ 
such as a hypericum with large, bright 
yellow flowers, next to the sweet peas. 

At Easton Walled Gardens, the 
sweet peas are rotated as you would 
vegetables, to avoid a build-up of 
disease, but Cholmeley says she 
knows people who have planted then- 
sweet peas in the same place every 
year with success.

NEARLY two-thirds (63 
per cent) of children 
admit their parents are 
aggressive drivers and 
13 per cent say are 
scared or embarrassed 
by mum and dad’s 
driving, according to 
new research. 

The survey by Continental 
Tyres, asked kids to report 
what they witnessed and to 
say how they felt about their 
parents driving - and the 
results might make mum 
and dad think twice about 
their behaviour. 

When 1,000 children 
between the ages of four 
and 16 were polled, three- 
quarters said their parents 
shout at other road users 
and one in five reported that 


their ‘responsible adult’ 
used a mobile phone while 
driving despite this being 
banned in December 2003. 

The back-seat view 
revealed that 40 per cent of 
youngsters get upset when 
mum or dad loses it behind 
the wheel and one in three 
gets embarrassed. 

The poor driving skills 
prompt 22 per cent of 
children to slump down in 
their seat to try to hide and 
one in five have told their 
elders to improve their 
driving, despite 14 per cent 
saying they were too scared 
to tell their parents that they 
were unimpressed. 

Tim Bailey, safety expert 
for Continental Tyres said: 
“There are some serious 
failings highlighted here 
revealing poor driving 


practices and lack of 
courtesy by millions of 
motorists. 

“What compounds that 
situation is the impact it has 
on the children. Nearly one 
in ten said they had gripped 
the seat in response to the 
speed of their parents 
driving. 

“The assumption might 
have been that driving with 
a child in the car would 
prompt greater care and 
attention, but this evidence 
suggests not, and poor 
driving habits are 
potentially being ingrained 
in future motorists.” 

In the study 23 per cent of 
the children said that they 
had been in an accident 
with either mum or dad 
driving. 

According to four in five 


kids (80 per cent), dad is 
more likely to speed. 
However mum is nearly 
three times more likely to be 
their ‘taxi’ ferrying them to 
school, activities and 
friends. 

It appears that the 
combustible mix of mum 
and dad can be worse when 
both are together. Two- 
thirds of parents argue 
about each other’s driving 
with their offspring rating 
them both as better drivers 
when their partner was not 
in the car. 

Tim Bailey of Continental 
commented: “Parents are 
normally very aware of the 
need to be good role 
models; this survey reminds 
them of the need to 
continue when they get 
behind the wheel.”

Some estate secrets 



Estates of the nation: The Chrysler 300C Touring is well worth looking out for. 


REPORTS of the death of the large 
estate are, to put it mildly, greatly 
exaggerated. 

Many thought the craze for full-sized MPVs 
would ring the death knell for the big estate, but 
with families increasingly choosing mini-MPVs, 
the market has once again reopened for the 
genuinely plush big estate. 

And with very good reason. Why subject 
yourself to the roly-poly ride of a 4x4 or MPV 
when you can replicate luxury saloon levels of 
ride quality and comfort with a plush estate? 
Such is the appeal of the large estate car. 

Almost without exception, these are based on 
successful executive saloons - models like 
BMW’s 5 Series, Mercedes’ E-Class and Audi’s 
A6. 

This in turn means that the same market 
issues apply. We’re talking here about the huge 
shift in sales which has taken place, moving 
from volume makers to prestige players. In the 
80s, names like Ford, Citroen and Toyota were 
the big players in this sector. Today, they’re all 
gone, to be replaced by the prestige marques, 
although many of them are still trying to break 
back in. 

Cheap and cheerful 

As usual, it’s a question of how far back you’re 
prepared to go. 

In 1994, Ford announced the curiously-styled 
Scorpio Estate, which was to live only four 
years. Destined for a longer life was Vauxhall’s 
Omega Estate, announced at the same time and 
largely unchanged until its facelift at the end of 
1999. Apart from the odd MK2 Citroen XM (’94- 
’00) and Toyota Camry Estate (’92-’97), the only 
other alternatives wore prestige badges. As 
always, the market leaders were Volvo, w hose 


impressive 850 Estate (’93-’96) makes a great 
used buy. Its sharp handling so showed up the 
company’s larger 940/960 series estates that 
those models were discontinued in 1997 
(though the plusher versions carried on for a 
year or so, badged as ‘V90’s). 

You might even be able to stretch to an early 
MK1 Volvo V70 (launched in 1996) - essentially 
a facelifted 850 with much the same blend of 
virtues. 

Affordable mid-rangers 

The best value you’ll get if you’re looking for 
something later with lower mileage will come 
either from Vauxhall’s Omega Estate or Volvo’s 


well find you can afford a facelifted post-’99 
model for the cost of an older V70 (from ’96). 
The newer V70 dates from 2000. 

Desirable but pricey 

There’s little shortage of quality if you’re 
prepared to put your hand in your pocket. 

Volvo still commands a big section of the 
market and the latest V70 makes a strong used 
buy. If you need to carry a whole bunch of gear 
look to Volvo or, latterly, Audi. The A6 Avant 
produced from spring 2005 is a sizeable piece of 
kit and used examples are available, although 
don’t expect to find too many notable bargains.

THE big Bentley Continental 
was most notable for being 
the first Bentley for over 40 
years that diverged 
markedly from Rolls-Royce 
in terms of body shape. 

It kick-started a trend for 
ever more sporting Bentley 
models. 

Just starting to pique the 
interest of speculators who 
see the car as a key link 
between Bentleys past and 
present, the Continental 
coupe, in its various guises, 
has been criminally 
undervalued. Now is the 
time to buy to beat the 
market. 

Baseline for an early 
Bentley Continental R is 
£27,000, which will net you 
a car showing 170-180,000 
miles on a 1991 plate. The 
older the Continental you 
pick, the flatter the 
depreciation curve will be 
and if you play your cards 
right, it might even be 


possible to pick one to 
coincide with the inevitable 
market upswing. 

Later models are going 
to hit you very hard in the 
pocket with a 2000 V-plated 
car costing around £35,000 
with values currently 
enjoying a £500 haircut 
every month in this price 
bracket. Opt for a 
Continental T and £32,000 
will buy a very well looked 
after 99S plater. 

WHAT TO LOOK FOR 
To avoid potential problems, 
try and buy from an official 
dealer. Otherwise get a 
detailed expert inspection 
carried out. Insist on a full 
Rolls Royce-approved 
service before you buy 
because running costs are 
huge. 

ON THE ROAD 

Under the bonnet, you’ll find 
a 6.75 litre V8 engine in 
normally aspirated and 
turbocharged forms, 


depending on your model 
choice. Despite the 
prodigious body weight, this 
unit still manages to shift 
this huge gentleman’s 
conveyance at a surprisingly 
rapid pace. It’s rather 
undignified to drive the car 
like this of course but for 
raising eyebrows among 
your fellow road users, you 
can’t beat it. 

Most of the time, you’ll 
be content to glide from 
county to county, much as 
the standard four-speed 
automatic gearbox slides 
imperceptibly from ratio to 
ratio.

Charging ahead with electric power 


TWO-THIRDS of motorists (65.7 
per cent) say they would be more 
likely to buy an electric vehicle (EV) 
if charging posts were readily 
available at roadsides and in car 
parks. 

Of the 1,417 that participated in 
the UK survey, conducted on behalf 
of EV infrastructure provider 
Elektromotive, only 7.8 per cent 
said that the greater availability of 
charging posts would not make 
them more likely to by an EV 

Over a quarter (26.5 per cent) said 
they were “undecided”, suggesting 
that a significant minority still need 
to be persuaded about the viability 
and benefits of EVs. 

The Government is currently 
operating an incentive scheme that 
enables consumers to save £5,000 
on the purchase price of a new EV 

However, only 534 grant 
applications were made in the 
whole of the UK during the first 
quarter of 2011 when the scheme 
started, and the Elektromotive 
survey suggests that the lack of a 
widespread, publicly available 
recharging infrastructure could be 
one of the main factors holding 
back EV demand.

TOM Baty claimed a 
staggering haul of four gold 
medals at the Special 
Olympics World Summer 
Games in Athens. 

The Ely powerlifter proved 
too strong for the opposition 
as he heaved his way to 
multiple success in his first 
international competition. 

Baty, 27, who has Down’s 
syndrome, began by winning 
the under-82.5kg squat with 
a lift of 132.5kg. 

The 2009 British 
champion, who trains at the 
Paradise Centre, followed it 
up by taking the bench press 
with 90kg and the dead lift 
with 150kg, as well as 
earning the overall honours 
with a combined weight of 
372.50kg. 

Baty’s head coach on the 
Great Britain team Gary 
Porter said: “This was as 
good as it could get in 
powerlifting.

unstoppable in the squat, 
bench and deadlift and 
deservedly took gold overall 
for what was a phenomenal 
performance.” 

His mother Anne was 
thrilled with Baty’s 
performance, especially as 
he had suffered with a gastric 
bug leading up to the 
competition. 

She said: “His dad Richard 
coaches him, and we’re 
hugely proud of Tom. 

“We’re delighted he did so 
well and even more 
impressed given he’d been ill 
a few days before. 

“The whole thing was a 
wonderful occasion, but 
we’re really looking forward 
to him coming home with 
the rest of the British team. 

“He had to raise £2,000 to 
afford to take part, and a 
lot of people helped us to 
do that, so we’re very grateful 
to them.”
